Anything  Goes  in  Me 


SILVER  SPRING  Md.  —  The 
first  gay  couple  to  receive  a  marriage 
license  is  the  state  of  Maryland  may  be 
on  the  verge  of  losing  it.  Last  March, 
Paulette  Hill  and  Michele  Bush  of 
Silver  Springs,  Maryland  applied  for 
and  received  a  license  and  were  married 
before  a  Minister  on  May  23.  But  it 
was  not  until  Michele  Bush  called  the 
County  Clerk’s  office  to  inquire  about 
having  the  two  names  hyphenated  and 
combined  that  the  Clerk  became  aware 
that  the  marriage  license  had  been 
issued  to  two  women.  The  State 
Attorney  General’s  office  has  since 
been  in  a  quandary,  trying  to  decide 
whether  there  are  grounds  to  revoke 
the  license. 

As  a  result  of  a  number  of  requests 
for  gay  marriages,  a  law  was  specifical¬ 
ly  enacted  in  1973  which  states  that 
“only  a  marriage  between  a  man  and  a 
woman  is  valid  in  this  state.”  Mary¬ 
land  is  the  only  state  with  a  law 
prohibiting  gay  marriages.  In  spite  of 
the  law  there  is  question  as  to  whether 
the  Attorney  General  can  rule  on  the 
legality  of  a  marriage  after  the  license 
has  been  issued. 

An  Attorney  contacted  by  the  two 
women  advised  that  the  State  could  not 
invalidate  their  license  unless  one  or 
both  parties  initiated  the  move.  But  the 
Montgomery  County  Circuit  Court 


AYER,  Mass.  —  Debbie  Watson 
has  joined  her  lover,  Barbara  Ran¬ 
dolph,  as  “unfit”  to  serve  in  the  U.S. 
Army  because  of  her  homosexuality. 
An  administrative  board  hearing  at 
Fort  Devens  recommended  on  July  3 
that  the  20-year-old  WAC  from  San 
Antonio,  Texas,  be  “separated”  from 
the  Army  with  a  general  discharge. 
There  was  one  dissenting  vote  on  the 
one  woman  and  two  man  board. 
Debbie’s  lover,  Barbara  Randolph, 
had  been  ruled  “unfit”  at  a  hearing  the 
day  before.  Post  Commander,  Col. 
Guy  R.  Goodwin,  Jr.,  is  expected  to 
uphold  the  hearings’  recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The  decision  came  after  the  hearing 
had  been  delayed  for  over  three  hours 
because  of  a  defense  challenge  to  the 
board’s  “impartiality.”  The  defense 

I  claimed,  in  view  of  the  board’s  receipt 
t  of  a  telegram  from  the  Department  of 

I  Defense,  that  the  hearing  could  not 
x>ssibly  be  fair.  The  telegram  stated 
I  hat  homosexuals  should  not  serve  in 


Clerk,  Howard  Smith,  is  maintaining 
that  issuance  of  the  license  was  a  result 
of  fraudulent  misrepresentation.  Smith 
claims  that  one  of  the  women  stated 
under  oath  that  the  groom  was  a  male 
and  he  says  he  has  four  or  five 
witnesses  who  will  testify  to  Ms.  Bush’s 
statement. 

Ms.  Bush  denies  the  charge  and 
explains  that  in  her  appearance  before 
the  Clerk  she  had  reported  a  number  of 
times  that  her  prospective  marriage 
partner  was  a  woman.  In  an  interview 
with  a  Washington  Post  reporter,  Bush 
stated,  “The  Clerk  asked  me  the 
groom’s  name  twice  and  I  said  her 
name  is  Paulette  —  I  even  spelled  it.... 
I  had  a  male  friend  with  me  and  the 
clerk  asked  if  the  groom  was  present 
and  I  replied,  ‘No,  she  isn’t’.” 

Since  their  marriage  became  public, 
the  two  women  have  been  barraged  by 
the  Washington,  D.C.  media  and 
generally  preyed  upon  for  a  defense  of 
their  marriage.  Michele  Bush  says  she 
turns  some  of  the  questions  back, 
asking  the  questioner  why  they  got 
married.  Michele  Bush  explains  that 
they  desired  to  have  the  same  financial 
protections  that  heterosexual  marri¬ 
ages  enjoy. 

At  this  time  Michele  Bush  and 
Paulette  Hill  are  waiting  until  the 
Attorney  General  decides  whether  the 
State  has  jurisdiction  to  rule  in  this 
matter. 


the  United  States  Armed  Forces.  The 
defense  challenge  caused  consternation 
as  the  panel  tried  to  find  suitable 
authorities  to  vouch  for  their  objectivi¬ 
ty.  Finally  they  ruled  themselves  as 
“not  prejudiced”  and  the  hearing 
began. 

The  defense  team  called  no  witnesses 
except  for  Pvt.  Watson  herself:  “I’ve 
never  seen  a  better  defense  witness  than 
Debbie,”  said  her  lawyer,  ACLU 
attorney  Jerry  Cohen.  “She  was 
superb.”  Cohen  told  GCN  that  “it 
took  two  days  of  hearings  for  consci¬ 
ousness  to  be  raised.  But  by  Debbie’s 
hearing,  we  started  to  get  down  to 
common  sense.  The  questions  from  the 
panel  were  much  more  sensitive.  And 
the  prosecution’s  mud-slinging  tactics 
were  looked  upon  with  raised  eye¬ 
brows.” 

Barbara  and  Debbie  are  expected  to 
leave  the  Army  by  the  middle  of  the 
week.  However  the  case  will  go  to  the 
civilian  courts,  perhaps  within  three  or 
four  months.  “We’re  on  the  right 
track,”  said  lawyer  Cohen,  “Hell,  it’s 
our  army  too.”  si 


AUGUSTA,  Me.  (Advocate)  — 
Maine  Gov.  James  B.  Longley  has 
signed  into  law  a  sweeping  new 
criminal  code  for  the  state  that  repeals 
criminal  penalties  for  private  sexual 
acts  between  consenting  adults.  The 
reform  legislation,  which  makes  Maine 
the  eleventh  state  in  the  country  (and 
the  third  this  year  alone)  to  repeal  sex 
proscriptions  for  consenting  adults, 
takes  effect  on  March  1,  1976. 

The  measure,  LD314,  passed  the 
House  of  Representatives  by  a  vote  of 
123-18,  and  was  apnroved  in  the  Sen¬ 
ate  on  a  voice  vote  without  debate.  It 
had  been  previously  approved  by  the 
legislature’s  Judiciary  Committee, 
which  sources  said  debated  the  bill  for 
“about  30  seconds”  before  passing  it. 

The  new  criminal  code  maintains 
criminal  penalties  for  “gross  sexual 
misconduct,”  compelling  another  per¬ 
son  to  engage  in  sexual  acts  by  force  or 
threat  of  force,  and  impairing  a 
person’s  awareness  by  administering 
drugs.  Also  verboten  under  the  new 
legislation  are  sexual  acts  between 
persons  in  “official  custody”  in  state 
institutions  and  persons  with  super¬ 
visory  or  disciplinary  authority.  The 
age  of  consent  is  now  14. 

“The  crime  against  nature,”  as  the 
state’s  statute  books  had  previously 
described  it,  was  formerly  punishable 
by  ten  years  in  a  state  prison. 

In  addition  to  repealing  the  sex  pro¬ 
scriptions,  the  legislature  also  struck  all 
references  to  gender  in  rape  laws,  thus 
enabling  men  to  claim  rape.  The  most 
controversial  section  of  the  reform  bill 
was  that  which  decriminalized  small 


amounts  of  marijuana. 

“As  Maine  goes,  so  goes  the  na¬ 
tion,”  is  the  state’s  motto.  There  are  39 
states  left  to  go.

MINNEAPOLIS,  Minn.  —  The 
delegates  to  the  Tenth  General  Synod 
of  the  United  Church  of  Christ, 
meeting  on  July  1,  1975,  voted  546  to 
135  in  favor  of  a  pronouncement 
supporting  “civil  liberties  without 
discrimination  related  to  affectional  or 
sexual  preference.”  The  pronounce¬ 
ment  is  a  delcaration  of  Christian  con¬ 
viction  that  “a  person’s  affectional  or 
sexual  preference  is  not  legitimate 
grounds  on  which  to  deny  her  or  his 
civil  liberties”  and  that  “all  persons 
are  entitled  to  full  civil  liberties  and 
equal  protection  under  the  law.”  The 
General  Synod  (composed  of  nearly 
700  voting  delegates  elected  by  the 
Conferences  of  the  United  Church  of 
Christ)  thereby  declared  its  support  for 
legislation  at  all  governmental  levels 
which  would  guarantee  the  civil  liber¬ 
ties  of  all  persons  without  discrimina¬ 
tion  related  to  affectional  or  sexual

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Will  Fight  On 

Watson  Whammied

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BISHOP  OF  N.Y.  BACKS  INTRO  554 

NEW  YORK  —  The  Right  Reverend 
Paul  Moore,  Jr.,  Bishop  of  the 
Episcopal  Diocese  of  New  York,  has 
announced  his  support  of  Intro  554, 
the  New  York  City  gay  civil  rights  bill. 

Bishop  Moore  reaffirmed  his  sup¬ 
port  of  gay  civil  rights  legislation  in  a 
letter  to  Barrett  L.  Brick,  chairperson 
of  the  Committee  for  Gay  Civil  Rights. 
“It  seems  incredible,”  the  Bishop 
stated,  “that  —  in  this  city,  in  this  age 
—  I  must  endorse  a  third  bill  that 
would  accomplish  this  simple  act  of 
basic  civil  rights  protection.” 

Support  for  “laws  guaranteeing 
homosexuals  all  civil  rights  guaranteed 
to  other  citizens”  is  the  official  stand 
of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  New  York. 

The  letter  was  released  on  the  day  of 
a  city-wide  protest  against  the  efforts 
of  the  New  York  Roman  Catholic 
Archdiocese  to  defeat  Intro  554, 
presently  bottled  up  in  the  City 
Council’s  General  Welfare  Committee. 
The  Committee  for  Gay  Civil  Rights  is 
one  of  the  dozens  of  groups  which 
sponsored  the  march  and  rally  at  St. 
Patrick’s  Cathedral  on  July  12. 


LEGISLATION  IN  RHODE  ISLAND 

PROVIDENCE,  R.I.  —  During  the 
current  legislative  session,  two  bills  of 
concern  to  gay  people  have  been 
introduced  in  the  House.  Both  bills  are 
labeled  as  acts  to  revise  current  rape 
laws. 

The  Republican  bill,  introduced  by 
Senators  Lila  Sapinsley  (R-Providence) 
and  Robert  Janes  (R-Barrington), 
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would  repeal  all  existing  sodomy  laws. 
Reps.  John  Skeffingon  (D-Woonsoc- 
ket),  Edward  Manning  (D-Cumber- 
land),  Aldo  Freda  (D-Providence), 
Samuel  Kagan  (D-Providence)  and 
William  Babin  (D-Providence)  have 
introduced  a  bill  which  will  legalize 
sodomy  but  maintain  penalties  for 
bestiality. 

The  bills  still  sit  in  the  House  and  the 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee  despite 
endorsement  by  the  Governor’s  Com¬ 
mission  on  Women,  the  American 
Civil  Liberties  Union,  the  Women’s 
Liberation  Union  and  the  Women’s 
Political  Caucus  of  Rhode  Island. 

YMCA  ADMITS  ERROR 

BOSTON  —  The  Greater  Boston 
YMCA  last  week  denied  charges  made 
against  it  by  23-year-old  Randy  God¬ 
frey  that  he  had  been  fired  from  the 
organization’s  youth  placement  pro¬ 
gram  for  being  gay.  William  L. 
Wimberly,  associate  director  of  the 
GBYMCA,  said  that  the  Y  has  many 
known  gay  employees. 

Wimberly  said  that  the  letter  written 
to  Godfrey  was  part  of  a  pre-arranged 
“deal”  with  him  to  allow  him  to  leave 
the  program  with  a  good  recommenda¬ 
tion.  Wimberly  also  said  that  a 
14-year-old  resident  of  the  “Chal¬ 
lenge”  Program  claimed  that  Godfrey 
had  attempted  to  have  sex  with  him, 
and  that  “In  this  program,  with  a  kid 
that  age,  you  are  guilty  until  proven 
innocent.” 

Wimberly  further  conceded  that  he 
was  breaking  YMCA  rules  by  allowing 
Godfrey  to  live  in  the  YMCA  as  a  staff 
member  of  the  state-funded  program. 
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LESBIAN  CENTER  IN  MONTREAL 

MONTREAL,  Que.  (Gay  Times)  — 
.Labyris  Montreal  (formerly  Montreal 
Gay  Women’s  Association)  held  its 
first  dance  recently  at  a  women’s  art 
gallery,  attended  by  approximately  110 
women. 

A  new  center  for  Labyris  Montreal 
has  been  found  and  opened  on  July  3 
at  4391  Laval  St.  The  opening  was 
celebrated  with  a  pot  luck  supper. 

GAY  HEALTH  COLLECTIVE 

BOSTON  —  The  Boston  Gay 
Health  Collective  was  recently  organ¬ 
ized  by  the  volunteers  who  staff  Gay 
Health  Night  at  the  Fenway  Communi¬ 
ty  Health  Center. 

The  membership  consists  of  individ¬ 
uals  who  work  at  various  levels  of  the 
Health  Care  Delivery  System,  and  who 
are  concerned  with  the  medical  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  gay  community  and  wish  to 
ensure  the  delivery  of  quality  health 
care  unencumbered  by  sexism  and 
sexual  discrimination. 

The  Collective  welcomes  new  mem¬ 
bers  who  share  these  values  and  goals 
and  who  want  to  contribute  their  skills 
anci  knowledge.

V.D.  SERVICES  THREATENED 

BOSTON  —  As  a  result  of  State 
budget  cuts  Public  Venereal  Disease 
Clinics  may  suffer  serious  cutbacks  in 
service.  The  budget  for  fiscal  year  1976 
submitted  by  Commissioner  Bicknell 
of  the  Public  Health  Dept.'calls  for  a 
$350,000  reduction  in  allocation  for 
State  V.D.  clinics.  This  will  probably 
mean  that  one  or  more  of  the  existing 
clinics  will  be  closed. 

According  to  Nicholas  Brill,  Assis¬ 
tant  Commissioner  for  Public  Health, 
one  alternative  being  considered  to 
avoid  service  cutback  is  for  the  State  to 
purchase  V.D.  services  from  only  those 
hospitals  who  offer  the  lowest  per 
person  cost  for  V.D.  treatment.  But 
according  to  Dr.  Fiumara,  director  of 
the  Communicable  Disease  Division, 
there  will  be  an  anticipated  increase  in 
the  use  of  public  clinics  due  to  rising 
costs  in  private  medical  institutions. 

Other  sources  expressed  serious 
doubt  that  existing  clinics  would  be 
able  to  expand  should  any  one  clinic  be 
closed  given  the  budget  decrease  and 
the  lack  of  space  at  any  of  the  existing 
clinics.

preference,  and  urged  its  congrega¬ 
tions,  Associations,  Conferences,  and 
national  agencies  to  work  for  the 
enactment  of  such  legislation  at  all 
levels. 

In  another  action  on  July  1  (the  last 
day  of  the  five-day  gathering),  the 
delegates  voted  overwhelmingly  in 
favor  of  support  for  the  special  needs 
of  gay  and  bisexual  persons  in  the 
professional  leadership  of  the  church, 
by  directing  the  denomination’s  Office 
of  Church  Life  and  Leadership  to 
compile  and  distribute  lists  of  counsel¬ 
ing,  voational  guidance,  and  biblio¬ 
graphic  material  for  the  assistance  of 
the  church  leadership.  Finally,  the 
General  Synod  called  for  a  study,  to  be 
reported  out  at  the  Eleventh  General 
Synod,  in  1977  in  Washington,  D.C., 
on  human  sexuality  in  a  theological 
context. 

An  angry  letter  in  opposition  to  the 
gay  rights  resolutions  was  sent  to  the 
national  office  of  the  UCC  by  leaders 
of  the  First  Congregational  Church  of 
Hopkintown,  Mass.  The  Rev.  Richard 
A.  Germaine,  pastor  of  the  church, 
and  Adolph  Los,  chairman  of  the 
board  of  deacons,  co-signed  the  letter, 
stating  that  they  were  “concerned  that 
there  is  no  statement  in  the  pronounce¬ 
ment  paper  condemning  homosexual¬ 
ity  as  sinful  behavior.” 

Germaine  and  Los  urged  that  God 
does  not  accept  homosexuals  unless 
and  until  they  repented  and  “have  been 
delivered  by  the  power  of  God.” 


“Christian  love,”  they  insisted,  “does 
not  mean  that  we  are  to  accept  the 
sinful  practices  of  the  individuals  in 
question.”

around  a  male  dummy  while  they  sing. 
This  is  followed  by  a  song  about  a 
woman  giving  up  a  good  life  of  sin  for 
the  disgrace  of  marriage.

They  say,  no,  they  can’t  trust  their 
Cousin  Bruce;  he  looks  hurt.”  ( Village 
Voice,  Mark  Jacobson,  “Cousin  Bru¬ 
cie  Wants  to  Be  Mayor”,  July  7,  1975). 

Scag-Drag  Fails 

In  1688,  Edmund  Andros  was 
commissioned  by  King  James  II  to  be 
Royal  Governor  of  all  the  British 
territory  in  northeastern  America. 
Mass,  leaders  objected  to  being  gov¬ 
erned  without  representation  and  wish¬ 
ed  for  Mass,  to  again  be  a  separate 
colony.  Andros  aggravated  them  even 
further  by  his  strict  government;  he 
censored  the  press,  allowed  none  to 
leave  Mass,  without  a  license  from 
him,  and  retaxed  people  on  the  land 
they  owned. 

Sensing  that  public  opinion  against 
him  was  rising  and  that  the  Puritan 
leaders  were  extremely  angry,  Andros 
attempted  to  leave  Boston  on  April  18, 
1689,  and  to  move  the  seat  of  his 
government  to  Newport  or  New  York. 
As  he  was  boarding  his  ship,  the  Rose 
frigate,  he  was  arrested  and  thrown 
into  prison. 

Andros  once  attempted  to  escape, 
dressing  himself  in  woman’s  clothes. 
He  passed  by  two  guards  but  was 
captured  by  the  third,  who  noticed 
Andros  had  forgotten  to  change  his 
shoes  to  match  the  rest  of  his  disguise!

HOMOSEXUAL  SEPARATISM 

By  Walter  J.  Phillips 

It  is  mentality  that  shapes  society, 
and  it  is  the  task  of  the  homosexual 
movement  to  create  a  new  mentality 
and  a  new  society.  The  important 
question  is  what  kind  of  a  society.  The 
“gay  integrationist”  replies  with  a 
society  which  while  becoming  more 
tolerant  and  accepting  of  homosexuals 
remains  heterosexual.  That  is  just  not 
good  enough  since  there  has  never  been 
a  place  for  homosexuals  in  a  hetero¬ 
sexual  world  and  contrary  to  what  the 
assimilationist  believes  there  never  will 
be. 


There  is  of  course  another  answer, 
homosexual  separatism  and  the  crea¬ 
tion  thereby  of  a  homosexual  society 
based  on  the  needs  of  homosexuals. 

Negroes  have  Africa,  Puerto  Ricans 
have  Puerto  Rico;  Jews  have  Israel  but 
homosexuals  what  do  we  have?  What 
do  we  have?  We  have  nothing.  Oh, 
there  are  gay  bars  with  cabarets  where 
hetero  performs  dance  hetero  dance, 
sings  hetero  songs,  etc.  for  their 
homosexual  patrons,  and  receive  our 
support  not  because  of  their  merit  but 
due  to  the  lack  of  an  alternative.  We 
have  nowhere  to  look  to  point  to  as  the 
homeland  of  a  proud  people.  Nowhere 
to  go  if  things  become  intolerable. 

Homosexual  separatism  is  about  the 
making  of  a  place  where  we  are  the  rule 
and  others  are  the  exception.  It  is 
about  the  creation  of  a  culture  which 
will  give  us  a  clear  image  of  ourselves. 
A  homosexual  that  looks  to  the 
heterosexual  culture  will  only  find  an 
image  of  self  that  is  distorted.  We  need 
a  mirror  that  is  true  of  homosexual 
literature,  song,  dance,  theater  to  tell 
us  who  and  what  we  are.  We  need  more 
than  a  sub-culture,  we  need  a  true 
culture  with  self  reinforcing  institu¬ 
tions  and  images. 

A  homosexual  society  would  be 
based  upon  equality  inasmuch  as 
homosexual  relationships  are  relation¬ 
ships  between  equals.  Equality  is 
incompatible  with  heterosexuality.  The 
inequality  of  the  personal  relationship 
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permeates  into  all  aspects  of  society. 
The  entire  structure  of  inequality  and 
exploitation  that  has  arisen  in  virtually 
all  heterosexual  societies  would  soon 
crumble  away  in  a  homosexual  society. 

Separatism  can  bring  more  than  a 
culture  reflective  of  our  lives  and  a  just 
society,  it  can  bestow  economic  and 
political  power.  When  we  constitute 
the  majority  in  one  district  we  can  elect 
our  own  representatives  and  our 
concerns  will  become  a  part  of 
government  like  they  have  never  been 
before.  No  longer  will  we  have  to  go 
begging  and  knocking  on  the  doors  of 
hetero  legislatures  and  representatives. 
It  will  give  us  economic  freedom  and 
independence  by  replacing  the  para¬ 
sites  and  exploiters  with  homosexual 
business  endeavours  which  serve  the 
needs  the  hetero  owned  and  controlled 
establishments  will  never  be  able  to 
serve. 

That  in  essence  is  what  separatism  is 
about.  What  then  is  it  really.  Is  it 
merely  extremist  ideology?  Or  is  it  a 
dream  too  great  to  even  dared  be 
dreamed.  It  is  not  a  movement;  at 
present  it  remains  only  a  body  of 
thought  and  emotion.  Yet  it  is  present; 
it  is  there,  and  it  can  be  done. 

In  New  Jersey  and  Florida  there  are 
towns  which  are  90%  Cuban  the 
majority  of  the  population  which  has 
immigrated  to  these  same  towns  in  the 
past  few  years.  Upon  arriving  in  the 
U.S.  had  they  dispersed  they  could 
have  well  spent  most  of  their  time  on 
some  of  the  same  things  the  gay 
movement  does  such  as  bringing  their 
concerns  to  the  attention  of  the  media, 
etc.  The  majority  have  no  need  for 
such  activity  since  Cuban  activities 
exist  in  abundance  in  their  own  towns. 

There  is  no  end  to  this  article 
because  it  remains  yet  to  be  seen  which 
point  of  view  will  prevail  that  of  the 
gay  assimilationist  or  the  homosexual 
separatist.  Not  all  of  us  can  create 
homosexual  works  of  literature  music 
or  theater  but  each  can  seize  control  of 
his  own  life  simply  by  moving  and 
congregating  with  other  homosexuals 
in  certain  geographic  areas,  and  help 
build  a  homosexual  homeland.  When 
the  homosexual  moves  away  from 
heterosexuals  and  into  the  company  of 
his  own  kind  he  will  find  himself  which 
is  by  any  measure  the  oldest  gift  of 
heaven. 

Separatism  or  assimilation?  The 
choice  is  yours.

“Department  of  Defense  policy  re¬ 
quires  prompt  separation  of  homo¬ 
sexuals.  The  homosexual  person  is 
considered  unsuitable  for  military 
service  and  is  not  permitted  to 
serve  in  the  armed  forces  in  any  ca¬ 
pacity  .  .  .  This  policy  is  consider¬ 
ed  to  be  absolutely  essential  to  the 
effectiveness  of  our  armed  forces 
and  to  the  morale  and  welfare 
•  of  its  members.” 

—  Department  of  Defense  directive, 
June  6,  1975

Suddenly  they’re  everywhere.  Two 
women  in  khaki  uniforms  tell  a  Boston 
news  conference  that  “we’re  gay  and 
good  enough  for  the  army.”  A  Black 
Air  Force  Sergeant  reveals  to  his 
students  in  a  Race  Relations  class  that 
he  is  a  homosexual.  And  a  decorated 
Air  Force  Sergeant,  back  from  three 
tours  of  duty  in  Vietnam,  “comes  out” 
on  the  front  page  of  the  New  York 
Times.  The  last  refugees  from  the 
pre-Stonewall  closets  —  the  gay  people 
in  uniform  —  have  begun  to  straggle 
home. 

+  +  + 

The  United  States  Military  has 
always  attracted  a  large  number  of 
homosexual  personnel.  Many  gays 
have  viewed  the  services  as  a  haven 
outside  the  traditional  family  structure 
where  they  could  still  have  a  socially 
respectable  career.  Both  gay  men  and 
women  have  been  attracted  by  the 
military  concept  of  a  community  of  the 
same  sex;  gay  women,  especially,  have 
seen  a  career  in  the  military  as  a  way 
out  of  the  grim  realities  of  a  suburban 
or  small-town  life-style.  Frank  Kam- 
eny,  the  gay  civil  libertarian,  estimates 
the  number  of  homosexuals  in  the 
armed  forces  to  be  aoubt  10%. 
However  in  the  women’s  services  the 
percentages  may  be  much  higher.  One 
gay  WAC  told  me  that  the  number  of 
gays  in  her  basic  training  unit  was  37 
out  of  98  women. 

Despiete  the  presence  of  large  num¬ 
bers  of  gay  career  people  in  the 
military,  the  position  of  the  services 
has  been  clear  and  adamant.  Army 
regulation  636-200,  for  example, 
states,  “Personnel  who  voluntarily 
engage  in  homosexual  acts  .  .  .  will 
not  be  permitted  to  serve  in  the  Armed 
Forces  in  any  capacity  .  .  .  and  are 
considered  unfit  for  military  service 
because  their  presence  impairs  the 
morale  and  discipline  of  the  army.” 
The  Armed  Services  have  even  gone  so 


far  as  to  elaborately  identify  three 
“classifications”  of  homosexuals. 
Class  I  homosexuals  apparently  are 
guilty  of  “force,  fraud,  or  seduction  of 
a  minor.”  Class  II  gays  are  described 
as  having  had  sexual  relations  with 
other  members  of  the  Armed  Forces. 
Class  III  gays  have  not  “committed 
homosexual  acts”  while  in  the  military 
but  “exhibit,  profess,  or  admit  homo¬ 
sexual  tendencies.” 

As  a  result  of  these  policies  and 
attitudes,  gay  life  in  the  military,  at 
least  for  men,  seems  to  have  mirrored 
the  worst  aspects  of  life  in  the  civilian 
closet  —  the  loneliness,  the  furtive  sex, 
the  fear  of  exposure.  For  women,  it  has 
usually  been  easier,  and  gay  women 
have  often  found  lovers  and  groups  of 
gay  friends  within  their  own  company. 
However,  the  anxiety,  the  tension,  the 
fear  of  discovery  and  of  the  ensuing 
ruination  of  military  careers  have 
continualy  hung  over  the  lives  of 
homosexual  servicepeople. 

Although  the  severity  of  application 
of  military  policy  has  varied  over  the 
years,  gay  people  have  remained  a 
vividly  imagined  threat  to  the  Mili¬ 
tary’s  perception  of  itself.  The  Mili¬ 
tary’s  attitude  toward  homosexuals  is 
simple  —  if  found  out,  gay  people 
must  go.  And  in  their  going,  the  armed 
forces  has  the  chance  to  flay  gay  people' 
for  their  sexual  sins,  to  have  a  very 
direct  effect  on  the  rest  of  their  lives. 
The  Military’s  weapon  is  an  immensely 
powerful  one  —  the  discharge.  For 
without  an  honorable  discharge,  life 
can  be  unpleasant  for  the  ex-GI  in  the 
outside  world.  It  is  virtually  imposs¬ 
ible,  without  an  honorable  discharge, 
for  an  ex-serviceperson  to  get  a 
government  job  or  almost  any  job 
where  there  are  government  contracts 
involved.  Many  large  corporations, 
which  have  specific  policies  forbidding 
discrimination  against  gay  people,  still 
will  not  accept  anyone  with  less  than  a 
spotless  discharge  from  the  Armed 
Services. 

The  Military’s  policy  towards  dis¬ 
charges  has  often  been  arbitrary  and 
capricious.  In  the  past  the  “General 
Undesirable”  was  commonly  known  as 
the  “Gay  Discharge.”  But  now  there  is 
a  new  trend.  The  infamous  General 
Undesirable  for  “Unfitness”  appears 
to  be  on  its  way  out,  to  be  replaced  by 
the  less  stigmatizing  “General  under 
Honorable  Conditions.”  In  the  army, 
the  number  of  General  Undesirable 
discharges  is  down  from  654  in  1968  to 
only  79  last  year.  And  in  the  “Unsuita¬ 
bility”  category,  the  number  of  honor¬ 
able  discharges  has  increased  dramati¬ 
cally  since  1968  and  is  by  now  the  most 
common  discharge  in  this  area. 

Despite  this  more  “enlightened”

policy  as  regards  type  of  discharge,  the 
United  States  Army,  Navy,  and  Air 
Force,  continue  to  dismiss  the  fantastic 
number  of  2000  to  2500  people  a  year 
for  homosexuality.  And  the  process  of 
being  discharged  can  often  be  an 
extremely  demoralizing  experience. 

One  gay  woman,  recently  honorably 
discharged  at  Fort  Devens  for  “charac¬ 
ter  and  behavior  disorder”,  called  the 
discharge  process  “depressing”  and 
“humiliating.”  “It  strips  you  of  all 
honor,”  she  recalled.  When  suspected 
of  homosexuality,  she  was  immediately 
pulled  out  of  school  and  put  on 
“casual”  duty.  Her  orders  were  stop¬ 
ped;  sick  and  without  sleep,  she  was 
interrogated  by  three  men  for  four 
hours  straight  on  every  aspect  of  her 
personal  and  sexual  life.  She  was  called 
down  to  Security  for  questioning  every 
day  for  two  weeks.  Her  personal 
effects,  including  letters,  were  thor¬ 
oughly  searched. 

Sergeant  Michael  Ploski,  an  Air 


harassing  me,”  he  revealed.  “They 
were  really  heavy,  really  nasty.  They 
pressured  me,  searched  my  house,  all 
this  kind  of  thing.”  Despite  his 
honorable  discharge,  the  experience 
left  a  “big  scar.”  “I  suffered  a  slight 
nervous  breakdown  after  I  left  thp  Air 
Force,”  Ploski  said.  “I  had  hard 
time  getting  back  together  again.” 

+  +  +  . 

In  the  past,  most  gays  in  the  armed 
services,  once  “found  out,”  usually 
cooperated  and  accepted  whatever 
discharge  the  military  gave  them.  Few 
fought  back,  few  demanded  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  board  hearing  that  every 
serviceperson  is  legally  entitled  to.  But 
there  are  clear  and  compelling  indica¬ 
tions  that  this  pattern  of  acquiescence 
is  beginning  to  change.  For  the  first 
time,  gay  people  in  the  armed  services 
are  standing  upj  saying  who  they  are, 
and  challenging  the  Military  to  dis¬ 
charge  them.

BARBARA  AND  DEBBIE 

On  April  6  of  this  year,  Barbara 
Randolph  and  Debbie  Watson,  two 
soldiers  at  the  Army  Security  Agency 
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at  Fort  Devens,  Massachusetts,  went  to 
their  commanding  officer  and  told  her 
that  they  were  both  gay  and  that  they 
were  lovers.  Their  “confession”  fol¬ 
lowed  a  virtual  purge  of  their  company 
at  Fort  Devens  in  which  it  was  reported 
that  seven  women  were  recommended 
for  transfer  or  discharge  and  Fifteen 
other  WAC’s  were  put  on  “security 
hold.” 

It  seems  clear  that  Barbara  and 
Debbie  were  totally  unaware  of  how 
the  Army  would  react  to  their  declara¬ 
tion.  They  had  expected  to  be  sent  to 
the  “regular  army”  and  transferred 
out  of  the  more  sensitive  Army 
Security  Agency,  where  they  were 
studying  electronics  surveillance  tech¬ 
niques.  Instead,  these  two'  career 
soldiers  were  investigated  thoroughly, 
made  to  sign  statements  about  the 
details  of  their  sexual  life,  and  recom¬ 
mended  for  discharge  as  “unfit”  to 
remain  in  the  Army. 


But  then  they  did  something  that 
wasn’t  part  of  the  scenario.  They  went 
public.  In  their  army  uniforms,  they 
held  a  news  conference  at  Boston’s 
Charles  Street  Meetinghouse  where 
they  proclaimed  their  loyalty  to  the 
Army  and  emphasized  their  decision  to 
stay  and  fight.  They  were  visited  by  a 
film  crew  from  NBC  News,  they 
“made”  Time  Magazine,  they  were 
written  about  by  Ellen  Goodman  in  the 
Boston  Globe.  The  straight  press  had 
discovered  them  and  they  were  media 
personalities  overnight.  Fort  Devens 
was  clearly  shaken.  The  Public  Rela¬ 
tions  Officer  refused  to  talk  to  me, 
offering  only  to  read  a  Department  of 
Defense  directive  which  he  mysterious¬ 
ly  couldn’t  find. 

Then,  in  an  atmosphere  that  despite 
its  outward  trappings  of  democratic 
justice  clearly  resembled  a  medieval 
inquisition,  Barbara  and  Debbie  had 
their  day  in  court  before  an  adminis¬ 
trative  board  at  Fort  Devens  on  July  2 
and  3.  As  soldiers  marched  in  forma¬ 
tion  outside  the  courtroom  window 
sometimes  making  it  difficult  to  hear 
what  was  going  on,  a  panel  of  three 
officers,  one  woman,  and  two  men, 
found  Barbara  “unfit”  to  remain  in 
the  Army.  She  was  given  a  general 
discharge.  Debbie  received  the  same 
discharge  the  next  day,  with  one 
dissenting  vote.  But  the  hearing  marks 
only  the  beginning  of  the  women’s 
fight  to  remain  in  the  army,  a  struggle 
that  will  probably  go  into  the  civilian 
courts.  “I’m  standing  up  and  fight¬ 
ing,”  said  Barbara.  “I’m  going  to  be  a 
crusader  now.”

And  heis  already  making  noises  about 
a  political  career.  Air  Force  Technical 
Sergeant  Leonard  Matlovich  of  Lang¬ 
ley  Air  Force  Base  in  Virginia  is  31 
years  old  and  has  spent  the  last  twelve 
years  of  his  life  in  the  air  force. 
Matlovich,  who  served  three  tours  of 
duty  in  Vietnam  where  he  won  the 
Purple  Heart,  handed  a  letter  to  his 
commanding  officer  on  March  6  in 
which  he  announced  that  he  is  a 
homosexual.  Matlovich’s  decision  was 
clearly  a  result  of  great  personal 
growth  and  soul-searching.  He  was 
under  no  pressure  to  reveal  his  gayness; 
he  made  a  political  and  moral  choice 
with  an  accurate  understanding  of  the 
Consequences.  He  put  his  career  “on 
the  line”  and  for  this  reason,  as  well  as 


his  impressive  service  record  (he  won  a 
medal  for  his  work  in  drug  abuse  and 
race  relations),  he  has  had  the  greatest 
media  exposure,  including  a  front-page 
article  in  the  New  York  Times. 

In  his  Times  interview,  the  Langley 
Air  Force  Base  Sergeant  described  the 
stages  of  his  self-development  that  led 
him  to  “come  out”  and  to  directly 
challenge  the  military  policy  on  homo¬ 
sexuality.  An  “army  brat”  who  grew 
up  on  air  force  bases  throughout  the 
South,  Matlovich  admits  he  was  a 
“white  racist”  and  a  “flag-waving 
patriot.”  But  his  social  attitudes  began 
to  change  when  a  Black  man  was  his 
supervising  officer  on  one  assignment. 
This  encounter  with  a  Black  man  as  an 
equal  caused  Matlovich  to  re-evaluate 
his  entire  value  system.  “One  stereo¬ 
type  after  another  began  to  crumble,” 
Matlovich  told  the  Times.  He  enrolled 
in  a  race  relations  program,  where  he 
became  an  instructor.  Once  he  had 
dealt  with  his  racism,  Matlovich  began 
to  come  to  grips  with  his  homosexuali¬ 
ty,  culminating  in  the  March  6  letter. 

Unfortunately,  Matlovich  may  have 
lost  some  of  his  credibility  by  revealing 
his  political  ambitions.  Arthur  Bell 
reported  in  last  week’s  Village  Voice 
that  Matlovich  was  considering  chal¬ 
lenging  New  York  Congresswoman 
Bella  Abzug,  one  of  the  best  friends  of 
gay  people,  for  her  seat  in  Congress. 
The  Air  Force  Sergeant  eventually 
wants  to  be  President,  Bell  revealed. 
Meanwhile,  Matlovich  remains  in  the 
Air  Force  and  is  scheduled  to  be 
brought  up  for  a  discharge  hearing  in 
August  or  early  September. 


“SKIP”  KEATH 

The  latest  case  of  gay  people  fighting 
back  in  the  armed  services  is  that  of 
Rudolph  S.  (Skip)  Keath,  a  Black  Air 
Force  Sergeant  from  Washington, 
D.C.  Keath,  who  like  Matlovich  is  a 
career  soldier  who  served  in  Vietnam 
and  was  decorated,  mentioned  that  he 
was  gay  during  a  discussion  of  op¬ 
pressed  groups  in  the  race  relations 
class  which  he  teaches  at  Dover  Air 
Force  Base  in  Delaware.  Keath’s 
decision  was  another  case  of  clear, 
personal  choice.  “I  realized,”  Keith 
told  the  New  York  Post,  “that  by 
remaining  invisible  we  were  contribut¬ 
ing  to  our  own  discrimination.  We  had 
to  say  ‘Look,  here  we  are  and  we’re,  as 
good  as  anyone  else’.” 

As  of  this  writing,  Keith  has  been 
informed  that  he  is  being  investigated. 
However,  no  other  disciplinary  action 
has  been  taken  against  the  25-year-old 
airman. 

THE  COMING  LEGAL  BATTLE 

The  phenomenon  of  gay  career 
soldiers  with  exemplary  records  com¬ 
ing  forward  to  challenge  repressive 
military  policy  is  a  significant  event. 
But  it’s  clear  that  any  change  in  policy 
will  not  come  at  military  board 
hearings  but  in  the  civilian  courts. 
“The  Pentagon  is  reluctant  to  make 
any  change,”  says  gay  activist  Frank 
Kameny.  “They’re  terrified  of  the 
‘What  will  the  Mothers  of  America 
say’  issue.  The  Courts  can  take  the 
Pentagon  off  the  hook  and  that’s  the 
only  way  anything  can  happen.” 
Recently  Secretary  of  the  Army  Callo¬ 
way  indicated  that  he  expects  that  the 
eventual  court  decision  will  go  against 
the  services. 

But  the  actual  legal  resolution  of  the 
issue  may  be  years  away.  “What’s 
happened  in  the  past,”  Jerry  Cohen, 
the  Boston  lawyer  who  defended  the 
Fort  Devens  WAC’s  said,  “was  that 
when  this  kind  of  case  came  to  the 
civilian  courts,  they  would  tell  the 
plaintiffs  that  they  had  to  exhaust  all 
administrative  remedies.”  That  means 
a  return  to  the  legal  and  administrative 
processes  of  the  military,  an  endless 
bureaucratic  quagmire  that  could  take 
as  much  as  three  or  four  years.  “It’s 
the  old  shuffle  off  to  Buffalo,”  said 
Cohen, o  a  frustrating  process  of  ‘attri¬ 
tion’  that  can  wear  down  1  the  most 
dedicated  activist.  “But  if  someone 
like  Matlovich  or  Keith  is  willing  to 
stick  it  out,  the  Courts  would  have  to 
take  the  issue  up  again  and  make  a 
landmark  decision,”  he  said. 

In  the  meantime,  activists  like  Frank 
Kameny  advocate  tactics  that  are 
ironically  reminiscent  of  the  anti-war 
movement.  “What  we  need,”  says 
Kameny,  “is  for  as  many  soldiers  as 
possible  to  come  out.  A  constant 
outpouring  would  swamp  the  armed 
forces  and  immobilize  them.”  The 
services  would  then  be  faced  with  the 
expense  and  effort  of  constant  hear¬ 
ings,  each  one  of  which  involves  a 


carefully  constructed  case.  If  these 
tactics  became  a  reality,  “something 
would  have  to  break,”  says  Kameny. 

There  are  those  who  believe  that  a 
military  about-face  could  have  a  great 
effect  on  the  status  of  gay  people  in 
civilian  life.  “In  1948,”  lawyer  Jerry 
Cohen  says,  “President  Truman  issued 
an  executive  order  integrating  the 
armed  forces.  Six  years  later  you  had 
the  Supreme  Court  decision  and  the 
whole  Civil  Rights  movement.  The 
status  of  homosexuals  in  the  services 
right  now  is  analogous  to  that  of 
Blacks  in  1948.”  Both  Cohen  and 
Kameny  see  the  military  as,  a  good 
place  to  put  pressure  on  the  rest  of 
society.  According  to  Cohen,  the 
Military  can’t  be  as  “arbitrary”  as 
other  institutions.  For  example,  the 
armed  services  must  by  law  answer 
every  communication. 

Frank  Kameny  believes  that  the 
campaign  for  gay  rights  in  the  military 
has  a  “good  chance”  at  this  point. 
“We  never  expected  the  outpouring  of 
publicity  over  the  Matlovich  case,”  he 
says.  “And  cqses  all  over  the  country 
are  continuing  to  spring  up.” 


MILITARY  ATTITUDES 

As  social  barriers  make  cautious 
steps  at  coming  down  throughout 
many  segments  of  American  life,  why 
is  the  military  so  inflexible  in  its 
attitudes  towards  gays?  The  old  argu¬ 
ment  that  gays  are  a  security  risk,  a 
blackmail  setup  for  potential  Mata 
Hari’s,  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  Even 
military  authorities  admit  that  this 
argument  doesn’t  apply  to  avowed 
homosexuals.  One  factor  in  the  mili¬ 
tary’s  calculations  seems  to  be  a  fear  of 
the  reaction  of  the  parents  of  young, 
“impressionable”  recruits.  “Can  you 
imagine,”  the  Pentagon’s  Major  Gen¬ 
eral  Jeanne  Holm  told  the  Times,  “for 
instance,  being  on  a  submarine,  iso¬ 
lated  and  being  concerned  about 
having  homosexuals  around  preying  on 
young  people  or  being  leaders.  I  think 
it  would  be  intolerable.” 

One  factor  in  the  military’s  adamant 
stand  seems  to  be  a  deep  reluctance  to 
deal  with  the  complicated  problems  of 
human  beings.  The  prosecutor’s,  final 
arguments  in  the  Fort  Devens  dis¬ 
charge  hearing  of  Barbara  Randolph 
are  very  revealing  in  this  respect.  In  its 
summary,  the  Army  accused  Barbara 
of  needing  “excessive  counseling” 
because  of  relationship  problems.-  It 
also  claimed  that  her  “duty  perfor¬ 
mance”  was  adversely  affected  by 
anxiety  that  she  and  her  lover  might  be 
posted  to  different  places.  In  addition, 
her  homosexuality  was  alleged  to  have 
caused  tension  in  other  women  in  her 
company.  This  line  of  argument  sug¬ 
gests  that  the  Army  is  especially  fearful 
of  emotional  involvements  among  its 
personnel  and  sees  any  real,  close 
human  connections  to  be  “disruptive” 
and  bad  for  “morale,”

advice  to  people  within  the  military 


j  I  recently  spoke  with  Frank  Kameny, 
gay  rights  activist,  and  asked  him  what 
advice  he  would  give  to  gays  within  the 
military  services  who  are  accused  of 
[being  homosexuals.  “Say  nothing, 
Sign  nothing,  Get  counsel.  Fight  back” 
was  Kameny’s  suggestion.  “Shut  your 
mouth  and  keep  your  pen  dry,”  he 
emphasized.  Kameny  says  that  the  best 
policy  is  neither  to  affirm  nor  to  deny 
anything,' even  if  the  authorities  come 
up  with  the  most  ludicrous  and 
unfounded  accusations.  You  should 
tefl  them  that  “these  are  matters  that 


do  not  concern  the  government.  I  am 
not  answering.” 

Kameny  emphasizes  that  “any  inter¬ 
view  that  lasts  longer  than  ten  seconds 
is  too  long.”  The  important  thing  is  to 
get  a  lawyer  and  demand  the  discharge 
hearing  that  every  serviceperson  is 
entitled  to.  To  admit  anything  or  to 
sign  anything  is  absolutely  the  worst 
thing  to  do  and  will  gravely  inhibit 
your  chances  of  remaining  in  the 
service  or  getting  an  honorable  dis¬ 
charge.

Good  Gay  Poets  and  the  Golden  Gate 


The  Orange  Telephone  and  Nuestra 
Senora  de  los  Delores,  by  Charley 
Shively  and  Salvatore  Farinella.  Bos¬ 
ton:  Good  Gay  Poets.  1975.  $2.50.

Sea  Sodom,  golden-gated  Gomorrah 
engaged  through  the  agency  of  her 
minions  in  endless  acts  of  copulation: 
how  the  myth  of  San  Francisco  haunts 
the  dreams  of  gay  males  in  America!  It 
is  entirely  fitting,  then,  that  early  in  its 
publishing  history,  the  Boston-based 
Good  Gay  Poets  should  dedicate  a 
volume  —  two  volumes  in  one  really  — 
to  exploring  The  San  Francisco  Expe¬ 
rience,  which  is  the  subtitle  to  Farin- 
ell’s  and  Shively’s  joint  venture. 

The  two  poets  seem  to  have  decided 
to  test  that  experience  for  themselves  in 
the  way  that  most  of  us  decide  to  test 
it,  by  submitting  themselves  to  it,  by 
inflicting  San  Francisco  on  themselves. 
What  they  give  us  are  their  test  results, 
which  we  are  invited  to  compare  with 
our  own. 

It  is  clear  what  oral  and  phallic 
delights  Shively  would  like  to  see 
himself  in  possession  of  or  possessed 
by:  he  spoke  in  “Hilltop”  of  a  “good¬ 
will  box  treat/carrot  cake  vanilla 
icing.”  As  often  as  not,  his  dreams  are 
unrealized.  Sometimes  the  failure  is 


due  to  a  misunderstanding:  “he  smiled 
Hi/then  said  Yes/something  else/was 
meant.”  Sometime  the  rejection  is 
more  personal,  as  when  “shaking  at/ 
dreams  of/  nude  photographers”  and 
needing  the  arms  of  a  “thief”  (in  more 
senses  than  one),  he  is  turned  from, 
“into  another  wall.”  His  dreams  of 
young  men  —  “salmon  orchids/  peach 
faces/  citrus  eyes”  —  are  realized  by 
other  people  in  other  places:  the  poet 
seems  to  watch  voyeuristically  the 
erotic  encounter  he  yearns  for  from  a 
passing  streetcar:  “erect  unicorns/ 
hidden  in  palm/  tree  fingers  over/ 
streetcar  knolls/  no  underwear  at  this 
distance.” 

The  themes  of  Shively’s  book  are 
anticipated  in  lines  from  its  first  poem, 
“Mission  Dolores,”  themes  of  indis¬ 
criminate  hunger  (“Cadillac  exhaus¬ 
tion/  fumes  speak  tongues”)  and  of 
attraction  that  turns  into  torture 
(“children  lure  an  overweight  dog/  to 
run  for  affection”),  and  yet  the  last 
two  lines  of  this  purview  (“not  one 
speaks  of/  their  secret  sorrow”),  like 
Shively’s  title,  are  misleading.  Partly 
because  humor  is  what  he  brings  to  his 
experience,  we  are  not  convinced  that 
he  takes  sadness  from  it.  In  the  Ritch 
Street  Baths,  he  reminds  himself  that 
“they  wilt  who  wait/  for  touched  note 
cards.”  And  he  can  turn  a  wry  eye 
upon  his  own  frustrations,  in  “Castro 
Village,”  when  after  listening  to 
revolutionary  rhetoric  he  is  denied  the 
sustenance  he  craves: 

tickling  as  they  yell 
at  us  about  incoherence 
power,  discipline 
meaning  communication 
and  then  eat 
chocolate  eclairs. 

Then,  the  poet  avoids  sadness  because 
the  aesthetic  impressions  his  encount¬ 
ers  leave  him  with  are  so  indelible: 
“your  jet/  solid/  hair/  handles/  a 


pewter  blue/  lounge  couch/  spread  in 
lace.”  Determined  to  inhabit  the  devas¬ 
tated  topography  his  situation  reduces 
him  to,  like  Genet  or  Cavafy  (the  gay 
writers  he  most  reminds  one  of), 
Shively  only  vaguely  acknowledges  his 
losses  because,  if  his  book  is  to  be 
believed,  he  does  not  experience  them 
as  losses. 

Farinella’s  half  of  The  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Experience  records  a  series  of 
furtive  and  momentary  comings  to¬ 
gether:  an  episode  with  a  Laguna 
Beach  surfer;  a  tryst  at  “your  sister’s 
place,”  where  we  “laugh  and  laugh/ 
stoned  on  grass  under  hanging  plants”; 
an  appointment  with  “my  priest,”  who 
has  managed  to  slip  “over  cloister 
walls.”  But  for  each  successful  connec¬ 
tion  there  is  a  parting,  a  wrenching 
away. 

Why  is  this?  Partly  because  the  poet 
has  a  lover  3000  miles  away,  who 
(“hurt/  or  hunting  some  stranger”)  at 
one  point  he  fails  to  reach  on  the  tele¬ 
phone.  There  are  deeper  reasons  for 
these  San  Francisco  severances,  how¬ 
ever,  as  Farinella  knows.  Gay  life  can 
be  fantasy-laden,  can  be  lived,  in  the 
poet’s  dominating  image,  “under 
glass.”  The  glass  is  literal  in  some 
poems:  the  “thick  glass/  trapped  in 
wire”  of  a  friend’s  spectacles  or  the 
glass-enclosed  store-front  gay  bar  in 
“Come  Clean  With  Me.”  We  do  not 
communicate  with  each  other,  Farin¬ 
ella  intimates,  because  we  see  not  each 
other  but  only  our  dream  of  what  we 
want  from  each  other:  the  Laguna 
Beach  surfer.

as  long  as  length  of  hair 
tangles  over  and  covers  his  face 
as  lover,  lover,  lover  sinks  upon  him. 

Having  endured,  indeed  been  broken 
by  the  perverse  perspectives  with  which 
the  poet  sees  and  is  seen,  he  acknowl¬ 
edges  that  “to  win  is  partly  to  lose,” 
and  submits  himself  to  the  archetypal 
San  Francisco  experience,  the  vast 
theatrics  of  the  Ritch  Street  Baths 
(“clothes  gone/  skin  glistening  we  are 
all/  pigskin  footballs”),  whose  orgy 
room,  like  a  stage  set,  epitomizes  the 
form  of  gay  life  these  poets  have 
subjected  themselves  to: 
this  room  set  aside 
under  a  faceted  motorized  moon 
spitting  diamonds  in  your  eyes 
where  you  on  the  floor  are  the  show. 


Farinella  in  the  midst  of  his  Bath 
experiment  might  be  speaking  for 
Shively  and  himself:  “We  are  search¬ 
lights  in  the  labyrinth/  belly  to  belly 
lighting  up  brief  moments/  of  under¬ 
standing.”  Stimulated  by  her,  hurt  by 
her,  Farinella  reflects  our  satisfaction 
and  disappointment  with  that  legend¬ 
ary  city  —  and  with  all  gay  life  —  when 
it  is  turned  to  in  dreamy  expectation. 
Finally,  the  very  form  in  which  the 
books  are  published  —  end  to  end, 
“belly  to  belly,”  yin  to  the  other’s 
yang  —  reiterates  the  circular  experi¬ 
ence  they  document.  Turn  the  volume 
upside  down,  invert  it,  and  you  can 
begin  to  read  again.  There  is  literally 
no  getting  to  the  end  of  it,  as  there  is  no 
getting  to  the  end  of  dreaming  about 
San  Francisco,  that  maze,  labyrinth, 
Pacific  Panacea  and  Womb  in  the 
West. 
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Francis  Bacon:  leather  in  the  Louvre*

Everybody  talks  about  Francis  Ba¬ 
con  as  if  he  were  the  Bela  Lugosi  of 
easel-painting.  The  65-year-old  Eng¬ 
lishman’s  renderings  of  bleeding,  tor¬ 
tured  bodies,  of  nude  male  couples 
grappling  in  violent  postures,  and  the 
lonely  figures  in  bleak  toilets,  have 
provided  the  straight  critics  with 
several  decades  of  fodder  for  grandiose 
pronouncements  on  “our  century’s 
existential  anguish”  and  other  high- 
flown  irrelevancies. 

Well,  somebody  gay  from  the  New 
York  Times  ought  to  take  a  second 
look,  and  have  the  courage  to  tell  what 
they  really  see  in  his  grotesque  haunt¬ 
ing  images.  Bacon  is  as  close  as  we’ve 
yet  seen  to  an  artistic  spokesperson  for 
the  hitherto  hush-hush  world  of  violent 
and  compulsive  erotic  fantasies,  espe¬ 
cially  between  two  men.  Yes  folks,  step 
right  up  and  see  the  World’s  First 
Up-Front  Sado-Masochistic  Big-Time 
Faggot  Painter. 

Unfortunately,  my  excitement  at 
finding  such  audacity  hanging  from  the 
walls  of  New  York’s  Metropolitan 
Museum  (“Francis  Bacon:  Recent 
Paintings  1968-1974”  through  June  29) 
was  weakened  by  the  fact  that  he 
doesn’t  quite  achieve  the  wonderful 
fantasy-trip  he  seems  headed  for  in  this 
series.  And  that’s  too  bad,  because  so 
far  no  one  else  has  tried  to  express  the 
same  themes.  So  the  show  is  disap¬ 
pointing;  but  in  that  disappointment 
lies  a  few  lessons  for  all  of  us  in  the 
workings  of  the  esthetic  and  psycholo¬ 
gical  closet. 

Bacon’s  paintings  deal  with  a  limited 
set  of  images  recapitulated  over  and 
over  again  (the  way  one  might  refine  a 
favorite  sexual  fantasy  through  repeti¬ 
tion).  His  preferred  subjects  seem  to 
involve  a  single  man,  nude  or  in 
rumpled  clothes;  a  pair  of  men,  always

in  the  same  violent/erotic  pose  (taken 
from  a  19th-century  photograph  of 
two  wrestlers).  Most  often,  the  single 
man  is  George  Dyer,  a  crudely  hand¬ 
some  man  euphemistically  described  in 
the  catalogue  as  “Bacon’s  close  friend 
and  model.”  When  a  phrase  like  that  is 
allowed  to  be  applied  to  his  lover  of 
many  years,  one  can  guess  that  other 
aspects  of  his  paintings  might  suffer 
camouflage. 


But  it  doesn’t  take  much  imagina¬ 
tion  to  spot  the  S-and-M  overtones  of 
the  violence,  the  wrenched  bodies,  the 
physical  degredation.  Sometimes 
George  sits  on  the  toilet,  head  bent,  or 
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he  may  be  slumped  over  the  sink 
vomiting  from  his  fatal  1971  drug 
overdose  (see  illustration).  I  don’t  even 
think  it’s  stretching  to  liken  the  thick 
blobs  of  white  paint  splattered  across 
the  canvasses  to  sudden  ejaculations. 
But  there  are  other  images  which 
suggest  even  more  refined  fascinations 
which  many  gay  people  will  find 
particularly  familiar  and  meaningful: 
figures  pointing  cameras,  photographs 
on  walls  behind  their  subjects,  and 
figures  mirrored  in  doors  and  bath¬ 
rooms.  Bacon  knows  the  magic  realms 
of  voyeurism  and  narcissism  and  the 
strangely  frozen  attitudes  of  his  figures 
seem  to  be  evoking  those  exquisite 
moments  when  one  is  at  the  instant  of 
gratifying  one’s  own  deepest  erotic 
imaginings. 

All  of  which  is  wonderful,  and  I  wish 
I  could  report  that  he  conveys  the 


essence  of  such  experiences.  But  in  the 
last  analysis,  there’s  something  missing 
in  these  paintings.  It’s  a  difficult 
.quality  to  define,  but  it  has  to  do  with 
the  same  mental  clamps  that  keep  gay 
people  from  relishing  and  expressing 
vital  parts  of  themselves.  Quite  simply, 
despite  the  inner,  potentially  “revolu¬ 
tionary”  content,  the  form  of  Bacon’s 
work  is  outwardly  very  closety  —  that 
is,  he  seems  embarrassed  by  the 
“kinkiness”  which  others  attribute  to 
his  vision,  and  thus  he  becomes  too 
ready  to  submit  to  others’  ideas  of 
what  constitutes  an  “acceptable”  art 
product. 

For  one  thing,  his  paintings  now 
borrow  more  and  more  from  the* 
“grand  tradition”  of  modern  art:  the 
palette  and  flat  patterns  of  early 
Matisse,  the  zoning  circles  and  arrows 
of  Paul  Klee.  Bacon  wants  very  much 
to  be  known  as  a  Great  Master,  and 
these  new  pieces  are  a  sad  retreat  from 
the  boldly  disgusted  slabs  of  flesh  he 
did  25  years  ago,  into  a  realm  of  safe, 
“cool,”  almost  abstract  compositions. 
He’s  entitled  to  such  a  personal  choice, 
of  course,  but  it  is  lamentable  on  two 
levels  —  personal  and  communal.  Too 
had  for  him  that  he  feels  his  own 
dramatic  life  and  loves  (he  was 
enamored  of  a  long  series  of  stableboys 
some  years  back,  a  la  Walt  Whitman) 
aren’t  relevant  to  the  creation  of  High 
Art  —  that’s  just  the  sort  of  schizoid 
values  that  lead  so  many  gays  to 
straight-marriage-with-sneaky-trips-to- 
the-baths  syndrome.  And  too  bad  for 
all  of  us,  because  we  so  desperately 
need  artists  with  the  courage  to  show 
their  deepest  feelings  and  desires  in  a 
way  that  doesn’t  kowtow  to  traditional 
ideas  of  “acceptability,”  even  as  little 
as  Bacon  does.
